Fro cks o f the Seaso n 
The 
black-and-white 
lace 
frocks, 
about half made and ready fur the fin­ 
ishing touches, are sometimes made 
of the silk lace and again in the cot­ 
ton, using the same, or similar, pat­ 
terns. 
Black lace frocks marie of some of 
the 
imitation 
thread 
laces 
with 
flounces, giv ing an airy effect, are un­ 
deniably prettier than the flat silk 
laces. 
They are considerably more 
youthful in appearance and for this 
reason will be chosen by a young girl 
who chooses black lace. 
And though 
young girls in the West wear little 
black lace, it is frequently worn by 
the younger girls and women as a din­ 
ner gown ln New York and other fash­ 
ion centers. 
Of course it is likely to 
appear ov er flesh color and to hav e 
some bright touch. 
One thin black 
lace, for Instance, for the jeune tille. 
is quite cobwebby through the bodice 
and made o^er black and then flesh 
chiffon. 
There are three bands of 
lace finished on 
both edges, 
each 
about three Inches wide and spaced 
something 
like 
two 
Inches 
apart, 
which hold the frock in around the 
hips. Three shades of the softest rose 
silk ribbon are run under these bands. 
The ribbon under the upper band is 
flesh, the next darker and the one 
below that darker still. 
This ribbon 
is about fiv e inches wide and crushes 
softly under each band and ties in a 
separate bow at the left side, thus 
making three big, droopy bows, with 
ends extending all the way down the 
side and giv ing something of the cas­ 
cade effect. 
The lace frock that Is the result of 
the clev er handling of lace flouncing 
Is usually the most attractiv e one. 
It 
is far better for the amateur to under­ 
take. All-ov er laces require much time 
and ingenuity to keep them from hav ­ 
ing a stretched appearance. And lace 
edges bound with a solid material 
are seldom a success. Bindings of this 
kind must be done so narrow and with 
such smoothness that it is best not at­ 
tempted except by an experienced per­ 
son. A picot edge giv es a better effect, 
where something must be done to fin­ 
ish a cut edge of lace. 
If one likes a 
bound lace edge, the bias strips could 
be cut from the lace Itself.

Ship Mo d els Reca ll 
Brita in’s Sea Glo r$ 
Models of historic ships which sailed 
from England in the Fifteenth to the 
Eighteenth centuries are b eing perfect­ 
ly reproduced In miniature for the 
purpose of decoration. These 
models 
ire from fourteen inches to five feet 
long, and are correct In every detail. 
There are very tunny interesting speci­ 
mens, for the models Include some re­ 
productions of Dutch ship-b uilding, 
and there is even a copy of a Roman 
man-of-war of the Fifteenth century . 
The model of the Golden Hind, b uilt 
b y Queen Elizab eth for Sir Francis 
Drake, Is the most b eautiful of them 
all. The Golden Ilind had the lines of 
a y acht, and although these are nor 
seen to such good advantage fn 
some 
of the smaller models, even the small­ 
est Is a very fine little slip. Models of 
this kind are not toy s, b ut genuine 
works of art, which hav’e a high deo 
orntive value. They furnish the 
mod­ 
ern square hall, and can b e used as 
electric lamp standards, although 
that 
idea sometimes detracts from their 
appearance. They cost any thing from 
a couple of guineas to twenty -six 
hounds, and b oth small and large are 
b uilt to scale. Most of them are b ril­ 
liantly colored with b ine, green, red, 
silver, and gold, b ut the colors have 
b een skillfully toned down to give 
the appearance of age.—Manchester 
Guardian.

The Plane Was Flying From 
S eattle, Washington, To 
San Diego, California, with 
a Pilot aud Two Passen 
gers—M a c h i n e Struck 
Heavy Fog Bank and Dives 
Beneath and Nosed Into 
the Ocean—One Body Has 
Been Washed Ashore and 
Old Neptune has the Other. 


Planning for Control of Mississippi Floods 


W hile planes and scores of boats, 
including two destroyers, 
searched 
the waters of Laguna 
Beach, Cali­ 
fornia, W ednesday for two men pas­ 
sengers of a seaplane 
that crashed 
into the ocean five m iles 
off shore 
Tuesday night, a body, believed to be 
one of the victim s, Charles Robbins, 
of San Diego, was 
washed 
ashore 
W ednesday at Newport Beach. 
Lieutenant Commander W illiam S. 
Mector, 
naval 
officer attached 
to 
forces stationed 
at 
San Diego, was 
the m issing passenger o f the seaplane 
whose pilot, Lieutenant Thomas G. 
Fisher, also of the naval 
forces of 
San Diego, swam 
ashore 
bringing 
news of the sinking of the aircraft. 
Search was continued for Lieuten­ 
ant Commander Hactor with slight 
hope that he would 
be found alive. 
The fact that he wore a life belt when 
he struck out from the plane led to 
the belief that 
he m ay have 
been 
able to survive the seas. 
The body of Robbins was identified 
by a belt buckle bearing the initial, 
“ll.” 
There was a deep cut on his 
forehead. 
Lieutenant Fisher staggered ashore 
during the night, weak and suffering 
from cuts on his head -and over an 
eye. 
He told how the three men, all 
wearing life 
belts, had started 
to 
sw im to shore from the place where 
the seaplane sank within five minutes 
after it hit the water. 
First, Robbins was lost in the dark 
then Lieutenant 
Hactor’s 
strength 
lagged and Lieutenant 
Fisher lost 
sight of him, altho he circled around 
and around the spot where he had 
last seen his companion and shouted 
for him. 
The plane was flying from Seattle 
to San Diego. 
It made 
a stop 
at 
Crescent City, California, then pro­ 
ceeded southward. 
When he struck a 
heavy fog bank, Lieutenant Fisher, 
the pilot, dropped to a low altitude, 
hoping to 
get beneath the 
fog. 
He 
miscalculated, however, and the ship 
nosed into the sea, sinking quickly. 
Lieutenant Fisher, reaching shore 
at 5:30 in the morning, stumbled in­ 
to a camp of women 
and 
children. 
His haggard appearance frightened 
them and, thinking him a tramp, they 
refused aid. 
He 
went 
to 
another 
camp 
and was 
taken 
to 
Lagunt 
Beach. 
Later a seaplane picked him 
up and took him to San Diego, 
Telling of the 
crash, 
Lieutenant 
Fisher said: 
“The two pontoons came off and

one floated away. 
Hactor, Bobbins 
and m yself took off our 
parachutes 
and tore away the fuselage to find 
the preservers, which were stowed in 
a compartment aft. 
“All three of use managed to cling 
to one of the pontoons, but this sank;

m ust have been badly damaged by 
the landing. 
“ Robbins struck out for the shore 
first, closely followed by Hactor. 
I 
could not swim 
is fast and took it 
more leisurely. 
I could hear Hactor 
and Robbins encouraging each other. 
They seemed to be getting along well. 
At about 10:30 o'clock I failed to 
hear their voices. 
I never saw or 
heard them after that. 
“ A t about 5:30 o'clock I struck the 
beach near Laguna, but was too weak 
to get up and walk. 
I lay there ful­ 
ly 20 minutes before I could regain 
sufficient strength to walk to the dep­ 
uty sheriff’s office.”

the hilt days of June, because of the 
nearness of the Pons-W innacke comet 
which will cross 
the 
plane

earth’s orbit June 25 and will be only 
about 4,000,000 miles away from the 
earth for several days, between June 
25 and 20. 
Four million miles is a short dis­ 
tance in astronomy and it is believed J 
possible that some of the small solid 
particles of which the comet 
is be­ 
lieved to be made 
up may 
diverge 
from the path 
of the com et 
itself 
sufficiently to hit the earth’s atm os­ 
phere and to 
produce 
showers 
of 
shooting stars. 
A t the last visit of this comet to

in Japan.

Britain*s Sea Glory 
Models of historic ships which sailed 
from England In the Fifteenth to the :f 
Eighteenth centuries are being perfect­ 
ly reproduced In miniature for the 
purpose of decoration. These models 
ire from fourteen inches to five feet 
long, and are correct In every detail. 
There are very many interesting speci­ 
mens. for the models Include some re­ 
productions of 
Dutch 
ship-building, 
and there Is even a copy of a Roman 
man-of-war of the Fifteenth century. 
The model of the Golden Hind. built 
by Queen Elizabeth for Sir Francis | 
Drake, Is the most beautiful of them 
all. The Golden Hind had the Hues of 
a yacht, and although these are not 
seen to such good advantage in some 
of the smaller models, even the small­ 
est Is a very line little skip. Models of 
this kind are not toys, but genuine 
works of art, which have a high dec­ 
orative value. They furnish the mod­ 
ern square hall, and can be used as 
electric lamp standards, although that 
idea sometimes detracts from their 
appearance. They cost anything from 
a couple of guineas to twenty-six 
"bounds, and both small and large are 
built to scale. Most of them are bril­ 
liantly colored with blue, green, red, 
silver, and gold, but the colors have 
been skillfully toned down to give 
Hie appearance of age,—Manchester 
Guardian.
